lasted longer than low prices. There were 
days in which Pritish iron rails sold in this 
country for $.'.0 a ton, and it was predicted 
that the blessed Walker TaritT would reduce 
the price. It surely did — the price fell to $40 
a ton, and the Freo'Traders were glad to see 
that they had saved the American people 
twenty per cent, on everf ton of rails. There 
might be American workmen without employ- 
ment, capital not paying dividends, buildings 
falling into ruin, but there was a twenty per- 
cent, saving. That was admitted. 

Next, the American industry was bankrupt- 
ed, the liritish got coutrt)l of the market, and 
they raised the price to $7."» a ton.
